Atthe same time he says that the 
gang to which Strong belongs is one of the 
boldest and best-organized in the country. The 
operators are very slick, while the chief con- 
spirators are among the ablest criminals who 
havé hitherto gone unwhipped of justice. He 
nas no doubt that Strong belongs to the same 
gang that the persons arrested at Montreal, 
Ottawa, and Toronto Tuesday belong. Other 
operators will turn up in a few days. Ha would 
not be surprised to learn that they have. all 
told, got away with a couple of hundred thou- 
sand dollars. 

Some parties like the operators referred to 
played a very nearly similar game about three 
years ago.

IN CANADA, 

MONTREAL, Que., May 20.—[Speeial. 
Shortly aiter noon yesterday there was con- 
siderable excitement created in financial cir 
cles by the bold attempt of two men to pass 
forged circular notes of the National Bank of 
Scotland upon the officers of the Bank of Brit- 
ish North America here. The men’s names 
are W. H. Hall of Liverpool, Engiand, and 
Robert Boxof the same place, and both ar- 
rived out with the steamship Circassian. Hall 
this morning walked over to the bank and pre- 
sented a circular note for a fair amount to the 
manager. The latter immediately detected 
the forgery, but feeling that there were others 
with Hall, held the note for an hour for in- 
quiries. At the same time Private-Detective 
Fahey had been telephoned, and on Hall 
leaving the bank he was shadowed. Box, who 
was outside, as he saw Hall coming from the 
bank, passed him on St. James street without 
speaking, and turned into Craig street. Here 
the shadower waited five minutes, his eye on 


Hall, when Box turned up and at once the two 


began an animated conversation. This was of 
short duration, as Detective Fahey and his 
men at once walked up and arrested them. 
They were astonished. They were at once 
walkea to the Police Court, where, on being 
searched, forged circular notes were found 
on Hall to the amount of £1,450 and 
some Sank of England notes. He also had 
currency to the amount of $11. Box tried to 
slip his notes on to the table without being ob- 
served, but failed. On him were forged notes 
to the extent of £1,500, £70 Bank of England 
notes, and $1,043 currency. On the notes are 
the names of Alex. Grabam, H. W. Mauger, 
and J. Duncan, private accountant. The men, 


who are elderly-looking, say that they are from 


Glasgow, on their way to the Northwest, and 
t the notes are perfectly genuine. They

up. Appearances indicate that they are New 
York thieves.

MR. FRELINGHUYSEN DEAD. 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR'S SECRETARY OF STATE 
SURRENDERS AT LAST, AFTER A LONG 
STRUGGLE. ; 

New Tonk, May 20.—[Special. |— Frederick 
T. Frelinghuysen, ex-Secretary of State, died 
at his home in Park place, Newark, at 5:30 p. 
m. today. For many hours previous to his 
death he was entirely unconscious. The fatal 
character of the disease was announced to the 
public more than six weeks ago, and since that 
time there has never been any hope enter- 
tained by the physicians, who were astonished 
by tne extraordinary vitality of the patient. 
Yesterday the physicians perceived a change 
for the worse and the unfavorable symptoms 
continued throughout the night. Life 
was sustained, but the end became 
a question of afew hours. At noon today the 
patient's pulse was reported at 120 and his tem- 
perature 104, the high fever having continued 
without cessation since Saturday. The immedi- 
ate cause of death was congestion of the brain. 
All the family were at the bedside with 
the exception of Mrs. Davis, who had not 
arrived from Washington, and the youngest 
son, Theodore, who lives in Connecticut, and 
who was telegraphed for, but did not arrive 
until after his father had passed away. For 
twenty-four hours before his death Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen did not move or show any sign of 
consciousness. 


was a partial congestion of the brain, although 
the primary cause lay in the liver and the mu- 
cus membrane of the stomach, from whi ch 
he had suffered betore he gave up the cares of 
office at Washington. He fell into a stupor, 
from which he never entirely recovered. 
When his system recovered from the shock of 
the stupor his pulse and temperature became 
normal again, and there was no fever except 
on one occasion, when his pulse rose to 102, 
but was afterwards reduced. The pulse and 
temperature increased, and his enfeebled con- 
stitution was unable to bear the strain of the 
exhaustion. The funeral will be held Saturday 
at 2 p. m. at the North Reformed Church in 
Newark. 


[Frederick T. Frelinghuysen was a member of a 
distinguished American family. His grapdfa ther, 
Frederick Frelinghuysen, was a delegate from New 
Jersey in the Continental Congress in 1775, 1778, 
177% and 1782, and afterwards a United States Sen- 
ator from New Jersey, serving from Dec. 2. 1793, to 
1796, when he resigned. Theodore Frelinghuysen, 
a son of this man. was alsoa United States Senator 
from New Jersey. serving from March 4, 4829, until 
March 3. 1833. His career in the Senate showed such 
ability that he was nominated for Vice-President 
by the Whigs in 1844. He was, however, defested, 
receiving 1,291,643 votes, to 1,339,013 given for 
Pallas, Democrat, and 66,304 votes for Morris, Free- 
Soller. He died in 1862. At the time he was Pres- 
ident of Rutgers College—a position which he had 
held since 1850. He was also Chancellorof the 
University of the City of New York from 1838 to 
1849. Frederick T. Frelinghuysen was born at 
Milistene, N. J., Aug. 4, 1817. He was a nephew 
and the adopted son of Theodore Frelinghuysen. 
He hg oe, aba an education in the classics, gradu- 


88 1836. In 1839 he was 


For many vears he wus one of the leading lawyers 


General of New Jersey, and was reappointed in 
1866. He did nut serve out his term, re- 
signing the office upon being appointed 
United States Senator Nov. 12, the same 
year, to fill a vacancy caused by the 
death of William Wright. He was subsequentiy 
elected to fill the unexpired term, which extended 
from December 3, 1866, to March 3, 1869. The 
following year—1870—be was elected a United 
States Senator for a fall term, lasting from March 
4, 1871, to March 3, 1877. During this term he was 
Chairman of the Committee on Agriculture and a 
member cf the Judiciary Committee, of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and the Committee on Foreign 
Relation The last few months of his term were 
closely pied by him with labors regarding 
the disputed Presidential election of 
1876. He was a member of the 
Electoral Commission, and made a fine argument 
before the commission in favor of the Hayes 
Klectors from South Carolina, Florida, Louisiana, 
and Oregon. Early in the life of the Republican 
party Mr. Frelinghuysen joined its ranks, and as 
ite representative was elected to the high offices 
mentioned. During his term as Senator he was 
offered the position of Minister to England by 
President Grant, but declined the office. |

TWO WOMEN CONVICTED OF PERJURY AT 
MADISON, WIS.—WITH THEIR BABES IN 
THEIR ARMS THEY ASK FOR CLEMENCY 
FI.OM THE COURT. 

Mabrsox, Wis., May 20.—[Speciai.|—In the 
Municipal Court today Mrs. Rebecca Merraot 
of Baraboo and Mrs. Margaret M. Cooley of 
Mitchell, Dak., sisters, pleaded guilty to the 
cbarge of perjury, and were each sentenced to 
two years in State’s Prison. Each woman 
when sentenced today had an infant in her 
arms. Kneeling at the feet of the Judge 
they piteously pleaded for mercy “ for 
their babies’ sakes.” The scene was & 
heartrending one. Judge Braley, with tears in 
nis eyes, said the law was inexorable, but he 
would fix the lowest penalty prescribed. The 
women then prayed and sobbed, and uttered 
terribie aprieks as they were finally removed 
by the officers. They said that Kirby had 
threatened their lives if they did not sweur as 
they did, and that they had for years lived in 
mortal terror of him. Both are respectable 
women of good local repute. Their babies ac- 
company them to the penitentiary. An effort 
will be made to secure ap executive pardon in 
their case.

» WASHINGTON, D. G., May 20.—[Special.|— 
John Comiskey has been engaged in a still- 
hunt bere for some days.

Although 
he does not say it in to many words, be evi- 
dently thinks the Marshalship lies between 
Marsh and himself.

THE MAN’S STORY. 

The report that a sensational murder had 
been committed spread quickly through the 
twentieth precinct, and at 7:30, when Francois 
left the station for Jefferson Market Police- 
Court in charge of .Officer McCormick, the 
street was lined with people. The appearance 
of the prisoner was a signal for a rush. The 
crowd numbered more than 500 per- 
sons, and more than half were women.

He left the house last night after the 
quarrel, and on returning home found his wife 
attired in a chemise only, in company witb a 
man named William Welch. After a few 
words they made up, and Francois and Welch 
left the house together and went to a sa- 
loon. After Welch left him Francois 
went home, but could not find his wife. 
He went out again and on returning found his 
wife on the floor. He says be thought she had 
a fit, and tried to bring her to, but found she 
was dead. He did not know what todo with 
the body, but thought he would put it intoa 
bag and throw it into the river. This he 
thought was about the best way to bury ber. 

THE MURDERER AND HIS VICTIM. 

Francois was born near Paris and came to 
America in January, 1884. Two months later 
he married Salina Tedrot, who, he says, had a 
husband living, but he did not then know it. 

ngois says his wife came bere with him 
shortly after they were married, she intending 
to lead a bad life. She told him last night, be 
saya, that she either wanted to kill him or kill 
herself. The autopsy showed that Mrs. Frau- 
gois had been beaten, and there were marks of 
strangulation on the wind-pipe.

The woman was 38 years old, and

A HUDSON BAY ROUTE. 


A SCHEME TO ESTABLISH A COMMERCIAL 
HIGHWAY FROM + CANADA’S NORTHERN 
PROVINCE TO BUROPE—AN EXPEDITION 
STARTED TO MAKE SURVEYS AND OBSER- 

VATIONS, 

Hatirax, N. 8., May 20.—Capt. William 
Adams, a famous Dundee whaler and Arctic 
Davigator, is in the city. The Arctic ship Alert 
will start for Hudson Ray next week to bring 
home the men who spent last year at the sta- 
Vans along the shores ot Hudson Straits, es- 

tablished by the Dominion Government for 
the purpose ot taking meteorological and other 
scientific observations, and replace them with 
men who will remain there another year. The 
whole American and Canadian Northwest is 
Vitally interested in the opening up ot the long- 
talked-of route to Europe by the way of Hud- 
son Bay. Capt. Adams has had a third of a 
century's experience in Arctic waters. He will 
ro out on the Alert as the representative of 
the Winnipeg & Hudson Bay Railroad & Navi- 
gation to report upon the feasibility 
and practicability of the route. 

In an interview Capt. Adams expressed the 
Opinion that Hudson Bay and Straits were 
more feasible and practicable for navigation 
trom the middie of June to the end of October 
to ships properly equipped with two and a half

The aged clerk was sometimes 
a trifle slow in figuring up his balances, and 
that the old man might not be detained after 
the others, Telier Van Gelder kindly offered 
to foot up bis books for him, and he even took 
the duty upon himself every night. The other 
clerks all admitted the telier’s generosity, but 
Mr. Van Gelder told them it wasaduty the 
young owed to the aged and infirm, 
and refused to consider the other under 
any obligation to bim for his kindness. 
May 8, Mr. Van Gelder did not come over 
from Jersey City Heights, and when word was 
sent to his home, information was brought 
back that be had not been there the night be- 
fore. It was considered a dark mystery dur- 
ing the day. At night the old clerk had to toot 
up his books by bimself and he made the start- 
ung discovery that the balance had deen 
**oooked.” A cursory examination showed, it 
is claimed, that Teller Van Gelder bad been 
helping himself ior some years to the funds of 
the bank. Experts were at once called, who 
worked at the books, assisted by the entire 
staff of clerka, until today. They claim to 
have discovered that the teller had been steal- 
ing about $1,000 at a time at long inter- 
vais since 1874, and that his peculations 
amounted altogether to 883,000. His method, 
they say, was to abstract the money when it 
was deposited, make the proper credit upon 
the depositor’s pass-book, and even it up by 
making a false debit upon the books of the 
bank. Then he kept watch of this account, 
and when the pass-books were balanced 
at the end of each month he 
made a false credit upon some other 
account to balance the theft. May 2, it is 
charged, he credited a deposit of $71,623 with 
only $68,000 and kept balance. As the 
actual surplus of the bank is $300,000, the $33,- 
000 stolen by Van Gelder does not affect the 
institution. The amount bas been charged to 
“profits and loss.“ Van Gelder’s wife and 
children are left destitute. 

The body t Robert E. Odlum, the swimmer, 
who lost nis life by jumping from the East 
River bridge, was today sent to the dead man’s 
sister, Charlotte Smith, of No. 215 Four and 
one-haif street, Washington. The autopsy 
showed that the immediate cause of death was 
hemorrhage of the lungs. The liver, spleen, 
and kidneys wert ruptured and the first five 
ribs on side’ were fractured. 
They were broken diagonally, and resem- 
bied eases of fracture caused by the fall- 
ing of a sandbank. There were slight 
turbercular deposits in the apex of 
the right lung; the heart was found to be 
normal. Several oid bruises were noticeable 
on the liver, and the physicians thought that 
they were the results of his previous leaps. 
The point on the bridge where Odlum alichted 
betore he took the leap is about 170 feet east 
of the New York tower. 

Jumes Haggart, who accompanied Odlum on 
his mission to take the fatal jump, was ar- 
raigned today in a Brooklyn police court on a 
charge of aiding Odlum to commit an act en- 
dangering the latter’s life. Another charge 
against him is outraging public decency in aid- 
ing the act. The accused was committed to jail 
without ball for examination. 

U. 8. Grant Jr. today testified in the Superior 
Court, general term, as a witness in an achon 
brought by William W. Johnson and others 
against John J. Duncan to compel the per- 
formance of a contract to purchase the dweil- 
ing house No. 9 East Sixty-fourth street. In 
January, 1884, U. 8. Grant Jr. agreed to pur- 
chase the house for $125,000 from Alvin J. 
Johnson. He paid $10,000 down, it being 
agreed that the title to the property should 
be fixed April 24, 1884. Owing to the 
failure of Grant & Ward May 6, 1884, 
young Grant was unable to purchase the dweli- 
ing, but his money was never refunded. Mr. 
Johneon in the meantime died, and the execu- 
tore sold the house to Mr. Duncan. He heard 
of the transactions with young Grant, and 
when called upon to take the titie to the prop- 
erty refused, fearing there might be a cioud 
upon the title. This suit was brought to com- 
pel Duncan to fulfill the agreement. U. 8. 
Grant Jr. testified that be was willing to take 
the property at any time when old Mr. John- 
son was ready to sign the deed.

The City Board of Education met last even- 
ing. Among other communications submitted 
to the board by the clerk were thirty-two pro- 
tests of lessees of the school-fund property to 
the appraisement of property held by them by 
the School Board’s Appraisement Committee. 

Following is @ copy of the protest: 

To the Board of kducation of the City of Ch. 
cago: The undersigned respectfully represent 
that ——— lessee under a lease from the Board 
of Education, dated, for a term of fifty 
years, expiring May 8, 1930, of the following 
described lana—to wit: 

Said lease contains the following provision: 
„Aud for the purpose of ascertaining,: deter- 
mining, and fixing the amount of rent to be 
paid for said premises, from and after the 8th 
day of Mar, 1885, it is mutually covenanted 
and agreed by and between the parties afore- 
said, that within three months before the 8th 
day of May, 1885, atoresaid, the said Board of 
Education of tne City of Chicago shall appoint 
three discreet male residents of the City of 
Chicago, who are freeholders, and who are not 
interested as lessees or mortgagees of 
school property in said city, to deter 
mine, under oath first duly taken, the true 
cash value of the said premises above demised, 
at the time of such appraisal, not taking into 
consideration the improvements thereon; 
which said vaiuation or assessment, duly 
signed and certified by said appraisers, shail, 
within the three months afcresaid, be returned 
to, and filed in the office of, the clerk of the 
Board of Education of the City of Chicago, 
subject to the inspection of all interested 
therein; and upon such valuation, so deter- 
mined ana filed as aforesaid, of the premises 
described in this lease, shall be caiculated 6 
per cent thereof, the product of which, or the 
said percentage upon the valuation aforesaid, 
shall be the yearly rent reserved upon the 
above described premises for the term of five 
years, commencing the 8th day of May, 1885, 
and ending the 8th day of May. 1890.“ 

Said lease also contained the further pro- 
vision that the lessee should be stopped from 
objecting to any matter connected with the 
action of said appraisers, unless such objec- 
tion be made in writing to said Board of Edu- 
cation and filei with the clerk of said board 
withia thirty days after the filing of such val- 
vation or assessment in the office of the clerk 
of the Board of Education by such appraisers.

On the 19th of March said appraisers, John 
G. Shortall, Emanuel Frankenthal, aud John 
H. Dunham, accepted said appointment, qual:- 
fied, and entered upon the discharge of their 
duties; and on the 30th of Maron, 1885, said 
appraisers notified the undersigned that they 
would meet at the rooms of the Board of Edu- 
cation on the 6th day of April, 1885, at 9:30 a. 
m., for the purpose of determining the true 
cash value of the lot above described, and 
would continue in session from day to day 
until the appraisement was determined, when 
and where the undersigned might attend if —— 
saw fit. 

On the 2d of May, 1885, the appraisers re- 
turned to and filed in the office of the clerk of 
the Board of Education their valuation of the 
above-described lot. 

The undersigned object to the valuation of 
said lot as determined by said appraisers for 
the following reasons—to wit: 

First—The appraisers did not possess the 
qualifications required by said. lease, and they 
acted in an unfait and partial manner during 
the whole period in which they were en- 
gaged in making such appraisal. y held all 
their meetings in the office of the Board of 
Education, and during the whole period of 
tneir investigations were privately in daily 
consultation concerning said valuation with 
the members, officers, agenta, and attorneys of 
said Board of Education: and such appraise- 
ment ie the result of undue influence exercised 
by the members, officers, agents, and attorneys 
of said board, 3 

Second—Said appraisers, from the time of their 
appointment to the time when they notified the 
lessees to appear before them, were e 
in taking evidence ex parte in relation to the 
value of the lands referred to them for valua- 
tion and appraisement, and had determined 
said valuation before giving notice to the 
lessees to attend their meetings; and in like 
manner they continued to take testimony ex 
parte until they filed their said report May 2, 
1885; and the appraisers refused to make 
known to the lessee or to —— attoruey the nat- 
ure of the testimony they had so improperly 
taken, or the persons from whom they derived 
their information. 

Third—The appraisers acted throughout their 
proceedings upon a false and misleading the- 
ory in determining the true value of the lands.

INDIAN BARBARITIES. 

WINNIPEG, Man., May 20.—|Special.]|—News 
has reached here that Big Bear is advancing 
on Saddle Lake. News from Edmonton indi- 
cates that half-breed runners are circulating 
false reports of battles fought by Gen. Middle- 
ton and Col. Otter, and are inciting the Indians 
to rise and pillage the country upon the Upper 
paskatchewan. 

It is reported that Poundmaker’s savages 
tore out of joint the limbs of Mrs. Delaney, 
and that the squaws afterward hacked her to 
pieces. Mrs. Gowanlock is still alive, but has 
been compelled to take a young Indian as her 


husband. Mrs. Delavey was treated the worse 
because ber husband was hated by the Indians. 
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Richard Hagist, a bright-faced, strong-limbed 
lad of 16 years, was found at the dental-rooms 
of his brother, Dr. George Hagist, No, 27 
North Clark street, yesterday afternoon, where 
a TRIBUNE reporter had a talk with him. He 
suid he could confirm the story sent by tele- 
graph from New York of the kidnaping at 
New Orleans of boys and young men,who were 
tak in the steamer Ella Knight to Puerto 
Barrios, Guatemala, and forced to work on the 
railroad there. Said he: I left Chicago last 
September and went to New Orleans, thinking 
I could get something to do there during 
the Exposition. I loafed around awhile, 
and one day, while I was down on 
the wharf with some other tellows, we 
heard that we could get good wages at Key 
West or some other port iu Florida loading 


bananas. The Ella Knight was at the wharf, 


and when we went on board of her we saw che 
Captain, who told us the story of Key Weet, 
good wages, easy work, etc. When the steamer 
left New Orleans, which was about Oct. I. there 
were about 140 of us on board—three boys of 
about my owa age and the others young men 
about 20 years old—and we were at once 
crowded iuto the hold of the vessel, where we 
bad no room to move around in and were very 
uncomfortable. All we had to eat was hard- 
tack and salt pork, and when we got to Puerto 
Barrios several were sick. The first port 
we landed at in Central America—I don’t know 
its name, or don’t remember it—we let go 
anchor about a mile aud a nult from shore, 
and the Captain, purser, and some others went 
ashore, but none of us were allowed to. There 
was a United States Consul there, which was 
the reason. Finally we reached Puerto 
Barrios and as soon as we were land- 
ed we were searched by the soldiers 
Spaniards, I think, they were. Everything 
of any value, including all our money, was 
taken from us, and then we were set to work 
on the raiiroad. If any of us tried to escape 
we were lashed with whips, or put in the 
stocks, which was a log with holes in it for 
your feet, and fined $10 or $20. The soldiers 
were very brutal and treated us like dogs. 
When they thought anybody was trying to es- 
cape or wanted to they would show him the 
whipe and stocks and tell him what tney would 
doto him, The railroad we were working on 
was completed about four mies inland when I 
lett, to a place called Boscarren Camp. It was 
very hot down there, and the way we had to 


work made about half of us sick. I got sick, 


and after I had been there about two months I 
seceived $25 from my brother—that is, be sent 
me $25, though I never got it. They kept the 
money there. There were about forty of us 
sick, and I guess they didn’t want us to die on 
their bands, so they shipped us back. Coming 
back, though we were all sick, we were packed 
into the hold like rats, among a lot of bananas, 
and in a place where every revolution of the 
wheel threw the spray over us. The conse- 
quence was that we were wet from the time we 
lett Puerto Barrios until we arrived at New Or- 
leans. One of the boys died on the way to New 
Orleans. When we got to New Orleans we 
were dumped onto the wharf there just like so 
much freight, and though it was raining and 
very cold and we did not bave any clothes to 
speak of it made no difference—we had to 
crawi around ana find shelter the best way we 
could, but finally we all got into the Charity 
Hospital there. After they got in about half 
of them died. I was nearly dead. 

„„ should think he was, said his brother. 
‘*When I went to New Orleans last January I 
was sent to the Charity Hospital. where he 
was, but I didn’t recognize him. He was all 


_ skin and bones. and looked more like a corpse 


than auything else. Even when they showed 
him to me.I dida’t know him.“ | 

Are there any Americans down at Puerto 
Barrios yet—that is, of those that were carried 
down there to work as you werer“ 

Richard said de had understood that a ship 
of the United States navy had gone down 
there and taken them away. He could not say 
where he nad received his information, but 
bad heard that the Government bad taken the 
matter in band and mat there were none at 
Puerto Barrios who had not gone willingiy. He 
said nothing could have been more brutal than 
the treatment experienced by himself and his 
companions while working on the raliroad, 
their labor being to cut down trees and clear 
away the underbrush, while the soldiers stood 
guard over them all the time to sec that they 
did not shirk or try to run away. The lad is 
in very good health now, though his face still 
shows some evidences of the terrible ex- 
periences be was compelled to undergo. 

A NICE YOUNG MAN FROM THE SOUTH. 

A 19-year-old youth named Collyer was 
placed under arrest and taken to his home at 
Nashville, Tenn., by a detective last night. 
The young man is full of the idea that he is a 
fire-eater, and in nis manners and talk con- 
veys the idea that he is slightly de mented.:** My 
fathah is the editah of the Nashville Union, 
sah, he said, as he pulled at a cigaret behind 
the bars in the armory. ‘*Papah stabted last 
March, an’ has a circulation of 6,000; great 
papab.” 
“What am I arrested for? For runnin’ 
away from home. Old man’s all right, but 
sisters are too tough on me. Run away often. 
Old man came in Tuesday mornin’ a week ago 
an’ went to sleep on the lounge; snored like a 
boss: I wanted $25 and went through bis pock- 
ets an’ found $600 in tens an’ twenties. Hired 
a boss an’ buggy an’ went to next town; took 
the train fo’ New O’leens; stopped oveb night 
with ex-Gov. Porter’s son; know bn? Wild 
buck; be’ll shoot, sah, as quick as I will. Then 
went to St. Louis, an’ then to Kansas City an’ 
Leavenworth, an’ then here in Chicago; guess 
the folks at the Lindell in St. Louis an’ 
Brunswick in Kansas City would like to 
see me just about now: forgot to pay 
my bills, you know; ba! nal good un on them, 
wasn’t it? Detective caught me here an’ took 
my pocketbook, but only $15 left; biew im all 
the rest. Niggah detective told mein here 
that he was looking for me to arrest me; 
bumph! told bim niggabs shined my shoes 
down wharlcame from: I'd a shot his head 
off, sah; shot bis bead off. I’ve had a heap o 
fun this trip; don’t care wharbouts I go now; 
old man ll be tickled to death to see me again; 
thinks I can’t help it when I steal an’ run 
away; let him think so, you bet. Goin’ in the 
bank when I go back—old man’s President of 
the First National Bank, you know; stay there 
till m 21—then I'll show em I’m a thorough- 
bred.” 

Thus the young man rattied on to whoever 
stopped to listen to him. He is mildly insane, 
but just smart enought to take advantage of bis 
father’s weakness, as he terms it.

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The Day for War Talk Between England 
and Russia Gordon's Fate—The 


London, May 20.—{Véia Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. —It is becoming quite 
evident that whatever else he has done by his 
protnise to introduce an Irish Land-Purchase 
act after next Monday, Mr. Giadstone bas not 
succeeded in conciliating the Parneliites. They 
are already scoffing at the proposed measure, 
and, although its provisions are not yet 
known, they say that the utmost that is to be 
hoped for from the present Government will 
fail to satisty them unle§s accompanied by a 
repeal of the Crimes act. In fact, they do not 
want to be.conciliated by any concession less 
sweepiig than the granting of all their de- 
mands. They are in splendid trim for a fight, 
having been strengthened morally, numerical- 
ly, and fin&noially by the indignation over the 
proposed renewal of the Crimes act at a time 
of profound peace in Ireland. They are making 
the most ofthis feeling of indignation, but 
they know it would be furned against them :f 
they should agquiesce in the revival of coerc- 
ion for the sake of a vaguely- promised land re- 
form. In such a bargain they would not only 
be * buying a pig ina poke,” but paying a 
price which would be extravagant for the best 
kind of a pig. 

The Crimes act wili come up for debate in 
the House of Commons, in the preliminary 
stages of its progress, almost immediately. 
The Land-Purchase bill is indefinitly promised 
by Mr. Gladstone to be iutroduced “after 
Whitsuntide.” Next Sunday is Whitsunday, 
and the next two days are holidays. The bill, 
therefore, could be introduced at the earliest 
next Wednesday, but Mr. Gladetone’s promise 
will be equally fulfilled if it is introduced uext 


August. Nobody . expects it to be in- 
troduced until after the Crimes act is 
passed. The best weapon for immediate 


use now in the bands of the Parnellites is the 
obstruction of vital public business and espe- 
clally of the Crimes set. Their program, about 
which they make no attempt at concealment, 
and which they have already begun, is to talk 
against time by relays on covery subject when 
talk is possible, and to fight the Crimes act 
tooth and nail at every stage of its progress. 
The object of the first part of this program is 
to prolong the session beyond the August 
limit set by Mr. Gladstone, unless they can kill 
the Crimes act before tien, and of the 
second part to ventilate the injustice ana folly 
of singling out Ireland from Scotland, Wales. 
and England by imposing a severe penal code 
upon Ireland alone and then expecting the Irish 
to be as loyal and docile as the Scotch, Weisb, 
or English. If the Government could keep the 
Irish members sffent untſi August by the prom- 
isé of eventual land reform, their silence would 
be cheaply purchased by the passage of the 
most liberal Land-Purchase bill that could be 
framed, There was a time when guch 
a bait would have brought the Irish- 
men swarming into the trap, but that 
time is long passed. The Home-Rulers have 
long since cut their pariiamentary eye-teeth. 
Mr. Parnell is one of the shrewdest of tacti- 
cians, and there are many of his lieutenants 
who almost equal him in planning stratagems 
for their own side and in seeing through the 
strategy of the enemy. They have all learned 
to “beware of the Greeks when they come 
bearing gifts, and they will have nothing to 
do with Mr. Gladstone's promised present to 
the tenant farmers. 

There is, however, one class of Irishmen who 
are likely to be attracted by Mr. Gladstone’s 
promises. They are the Irish Liberals, who 
are represented in the House dy fifteen mem- 
bers, whose probable attitude on the Crimes 
act bas caused much specuiation and anxiety. 
It is now believed that they will abandon their 
threatened opposition to that act, and it Is 


probable that Mr. Gladstone had their votes 
mainly in view when he made bis promise. 
NOTES FROM THE OLD SOD. 

The House of Lords has passed the Registra- 
tion bill. 

The royal assent will be given today to the 
vote of credit and the Registration biil, which 
complete the legislation for the extension of 
the franchise.

EGYPTIAN AFFAIRS. 

Gen. Sir Charles Wilson, who dc Gen. 
Sir Herbert Stewart in the command of the ud- 
vance corps of the Kbartoum celief expedi- 
tion, after the latter was wounded at the 
zareba buttle, has sent in his official report in 
response to the charge that Gen. Gordon might 
have been rescued alive if the troops under 
the command of Sir Charies had not been un- 
necesariiy halved at Gubat for three days. The 
report explains this three days’ delay in start- 
ing up the Nile to relieve Gen: Gordon by. the 
necessity of securing the small force at Gubat 
against an attack then threatened from Berber 
on the north and from Omdurman on the 
south. The report turther states that after the 
arr:val of the troops at Gubat it required a 
great deal of time to select crews and prepare 
the steamers for the advence to Khartoum. 

In the House of Commons Sir Arthur Hayter, 
Financial Seeretary in the War Office, an- 
nounced that the brigude of guards nod on 
their way home from Suakin nad been ordered 
to stop at Alexandria in case of circumstances 
arising reudéring it desirable to further detain 
them in Egypt. They had not, however, been 
ordered to disembark at Alexandria. 

A Suakin Gispatch says: The retention of 
the Shropshire Regiment, the Sikhs, and the 
Bombay infantry for garrison. duty here is 
generally approved. Sufficient transport ani- 
mals remain to form a flying column whenever 
necessary. 

All the troops from Suakin have been or- 
dered to remain in Egypt in accordance with 
a telegram from the British Government. The 
guards will go into garrison at Ramleh and the 
other troops at Abassich, near Cairo. 

It is reported that the Mudir of Dongola, who 
is now in Cairo, is kept under such surveil- 
lance as to be virtually a prisoner. The rea- 
son given for this action of the authorities is 
that the Mudir is proved to have carried on a 
secret and treasonable correspondence with El 
Mahdi, in which be offered to oppose the Brit- 
ish. retreat from the Soudan. .Many sus- 
picions of the Mudir’s loyalty were enter- 
tained last vear, but these were believed to be 
disposed of when Lord Wolseley in November 
last certified to the. good faith of bis actions 
= invested him with the order of the Med- 
jidie. 

The Khedive of Egy pt, in consequence of the 
protests of the different Consuls, has .decreed 
that tne 5 per cent deducted from the Egyptian 
coupons shail be refunded. 

The papers relati to the seizure of the 
Frénch newspaper, -Egyptien, at 
Cairo, by the Khbhedive’s Government with the 
knowledge and consent of England., were laid 
before Parliament this afternoon. . They con- 
cluded with a letter from Lord Lyons, British 
Minister at Paris. This letter is dated at Paria, 
Aprii 29, and quotes expressions made by M. 
de Freycinet, French Foreign Minister, in 
which he speaks in warm terms of the hich 
sense of friendship which Earl Granville, 
British Foreign Minister, displayed towards 
France during the entire controversy about 
‘the matter. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, speaking this 
evening at a dinner of the Middlesex Tories, 
said it was now quite evident that diplomacy 
was useless to stop the advance of Russia to- 
ward India. The right policy now would be to 
mass all tne available troops in the north of 
India and fortify the Indian frontier. He up- 
braided the Libera! administration for its waste 
of lives and money in the Soudan campaign, 
which had resulted only in a humiliating fail 
ure, and urged the Tories to educate the new 
electors who would exercise the right of suf- 
fraywe for the first time this year under the 
operation of the new franchise law.

PERILS OF THE DEEP. 


AN EXCITING Arn OF A STEAMER 
WITH ICEBERGS—A VESSEL FOUND BOT- 
TOM UP IN MIDOCEAN. 

HAcIFrAax, N. S., May-20.—Tite steamer Dra- 


cona, already reparted arrived disabled, pre- 


sented a curious appearanee as she docked. 
Her stern from the sixteen feet. draught-mark 
for ten feet or more up 18 flattened back 
about three feet on the port nd five feet on 
the starboard, while above this the stern is 
split perpendicularly as though struck by an 
immense battering-ram. Cast. Sangster re- 
ports: ** We left Charente ‘May 8 and passed 
out of the river May d. We had fine 
weather to the Banks and passed 
the first iceberg Saturday morning, the 16th 
inst., at 7 o’clock. The wind was then souther- 
and the weather misty. About 2 p. m. the 
wind shifted to the north and the weather 
cleared up. The night was dark and cioudy. 
There was no fog and the steamer was going 
at full speed. At 10 p. m. the second iceberg 
Was passed, the wind being southwest. At 11 
p. m. we saw what appeared to be a fog bank 
on our starboard bow. Being. apprebensive of 
danger orders were given to put the helm bard 
a starboard, the engino at the same time be- 
ing stopped. Then we, could see that the 
supposed fog bank was ee. As it was 
impossibie to avoid the ice by the use of the 
helm the engines were backed full speed, but 
they had not been moving in this direction over 
a minute ind the crew had scarcely had time 
to leave the forecastie before the ship came in 
violent collision with the iceberg, making a 
terrible crash. The iceberg had come in full 
view when the engines were rung full speed 
astern. The crew thought the steamer would 
sink immediately, and preparations were bur- 
riedly made to abandon her while the glittering 
tower of ice creakingly disengaged and slowiy 
drifted off.” 

The Captain made an examination of the bow 
and discovered that the damage was all before 
the collision-bulkhead. It was also found that 
the ship was making no water. Being à steel 
ship the plates had not broken, but were sim- 
ply doubled in, forming a sort of breakwater 
for the bulkhead. No further accidents oc- 
curred, but thick weather. was experiensed 
until the steamer’s arrival th port. At ter dis- 
charging ber Halifax freight the Dracona will 
proceed to Montreal without waiting for re- 
pairs. 

Harirax, N. S., May 20.—The bark Wyo- 
ming, whieh arrived at Sheet Harbor from Lon- 
don yesterday, reports that in latitude 55°, 
longitude 25°, she picked up a life-buoy on which 
was painted Alexandria of Glasgow.“ Five 
days after she passed a vessel bottom up, new- 
ly ooppered, ot about 800 tons. The next da 
she sailed through a large number of barrels 
floating three parts under water. 

Quepec, Canada, May 20.— The crew of the 
Norwegian ship Moen, lost in a collision with 
an iceberg, arrived today. They report the 
ship having become firmly jammed in the ice- 
berg. The bouts were got out. Tweive mun got 
into the first boat, which wds speedily carried 
out of the vessel’é reach. A8 s more of the 
crew. remained, another boat was got out, but 
she was at once swamped and filled. Matters 
bad begun to look serious for those on the 
vessel, when the first boat managed to get 
within bailing distance and aline was tnrown 
to ber, and she was hauled alongside. The re- 
mainder of the crew succeeded in boarding 
her, except one, Johann Roht, a native of Den- 
mark, who was lost. The Captain was last to 
leave the vessel and bad a very narrow escape, 
being precipitated into the water and carried 
down a considerable distance, losing conscious- 
ness... The crew, however, notwithstanding the 
darkness, managed finally to rescue him. They 
had berely got clear when the huge iceberg 
toppled over on the doomed vessel, cutting her 
in two.

The recent contract made by the Dubuque & 
Northwestern Railroad Company for the construc- 
tion of fifty miles of new road, which, by joining 
the new line of the Minnesota & Northwestern Di- 
vision, will parallel the Illinois Central system, has 
aroused the interest of some of the stockholders of 
the last-named system. It is claimed that the pro- 
posed extension of the Dubuque & Northwestern 
Railroad will hurt the business of the iowa Divis- 
ion of the Illinois Central. Figures are cited to 
show a recent steady decrease in the earning® of 
the Dubuque & Sioux City Railroad and the Cedar 
Falls & Minnesota Railroad, which are leased to 
the IIlinois Central Company. The joint earnings 
of those two roads for the last five years were as 
follows: 1880, $1,213.495; 1881, $1,230,268: 1882, 
$1,236,617; 1883, $1,225,872; 1884, 81.049.749. The 
gross earnings of both roads for the four months 
ending April 30, 1885, are stated at $291,805. The 
gross earnings of thetwo roads for the correspond- 
ing period of 1884 were $321,024. 

The rumor that the Wisconsin Central’s new ar- 
rangement for taking east-bound business, origin- 
ating at St. Paul and Minneapolis, will be apt to at 
least create a disturbancein the Northwestern Traf- 
fic Association. if not result in its complete demoral- 
ization,is quite generally ridiculed by railway people 
at Milwaukee. Milwaukee 4 St. Paul officials 
appear little concerned, and give a most plausible 
reason for their unconcern, when questioned re- 
garding the matter. The Central, in handling Min- 
neapolis or St. Paul business, runs it over its own 
lines to Amherst Junction, a distance of 226 
miles, and from re to Green Bay over the Green 
Bay, Winona & Paul Road, making a total rail 
haulage of 286 miles before forming a connection 
with the boat line. The lake freight rate from 
Green Bay cannot be expected to be any lower than 
it is from Duluth or Washburn, via which points 
rall and boat routes. between St. Paul and the At- 
lantic seaboard have been in operation for years. 
If in any way different, the east-bound rate from 
Duluth should be less than from Green 
Bay, as there much more 
bound freight: ‘that can be secured 
by the Duluth route. On east-bound business 
from St. Paul via Duluth or Washburn the railway 
lines are allowed a 1244 cent rate, the distance be- 
ing 155 miles to the firat named and 188 miles to the 
second named point. With this great difference as 
regards distance, in addition to the less favorable 
condition for the boat line operating at Green Bay, 
it would certainly be expected that the Wisconsin 
Central can handle freight over its newly-organized 
route at such rates as to cause the Northwestern 
Association great annoyance, should it be in- 
clined to do so. 


FLUUR AND FEED. 


HALF A DOZEN OR MORE OF THE MINNE- 
APOLIS MILLS SHUT DOWN—OTHERS TO 
FOLLOW. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 20.—[Special.]-— 
The Northwestern Miller will say Friday: In- 
stead of each mill being rushed to its utmost, 
a balf-dozen or more are shut down and most 
of the others are thinking of following the ex- 
ample. In the last week’s run there were 
eleven mille that registered a decrease in out- 
put, and, with three closed down entirely, the 
production of the six days showed a ioss of 
over 20,000 barrelg. The flour production of 
the week was 132,920 barrels, an average ‘of 
22,153 barrels dai.y, against 153,174 barrels the 
preceding week, and 103,900 barrels for 
the corresponding time in 1884. Wednesday 
there were eight miils idle, with a capacity of 
8,000 barrels, and the prospects were favorable 
at that time for seven more, with an equal ca- 
pacity, being shut down before Saturday. Not 
for a long time has the flour market been so 
dull as it is at present. There is absolutely no 
demand, foreign or domestic, except for low 
grades, the supply of which, always limited, is 
now wholly inadequate. The downward course 
of prices is stubbornly contested by millers, and 
most of them prefer to store it rather than 
make the heavy concessions necessary to effect 
anything like large sales. Prices have declined 
10@15 cents on the week, but the numerous 
stoppages and the prospect of a generai shut- 
down will probably bave a stiffening effect. 

Quotations for car or round lots at the mills 
are as follows: Patents, $5.15@5.40; straights, 
$4.80@5.15: first bakers’ $4.15@4.40: second 
bakers’ $3.50@4.00; best low grades, $2.20@ 
2.60, in bags; red dog, $1.70@1.90, in bags. 

The general agent of the Millers’ Association 
says that hie advices from all parts of the 
Minneapolis beit indicate that the wheat is all 
sown and the most of it is up. The large farm- 
ers, encouraged by the late advance, managed 
to get in more wheat than they bad first calcu- 
lated on, but will not overcome the previously 
announced decrease ot about 10 per cent in 
acreage of spring wheat, as the small farmers 
could not change their plans so readily. The 
bulk of the increase has been made in Dakota, 
but at best there is between 5 and 10 per cent 
less wheat sown in this beltthan was put in last 
year. The rainfall bas been ample, and all 
conditions are most favorable at present for a 
good crop this year. |

Valley boat has ever been forced out of the grain 
trade. Another boat of this line—the Oceanica— 
has been on the market since Saturday and is still 
empty. The Harry E. Packer is also without a 
load, having finished discharging her coal cargo 
last evening. The General Manager of the line 
came up from Buffalo yesterday. and after survey- 
ing the situation came to the conclusion that about 
one-half of the lake tonnage ought to be retired. 
It is not likely, however, that the Lehigh Valley 
boats will be the first to go out of commission. But 
these are not the only large steamers that have 
been unable to obtain loads here. The prop John 
Pridgeon Jr. has been idle since Friday, and her 
agent says she will remain here until freights im- 
prove. There are several other steamers and a 
large number of schooners waiting for loads. Line- 
boat agents say it is almost impossible to keep 
their boats running with any degree of regularity. 
There is no package freight coming in and the 
warehouses are empty. 
PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 

Dispatches were received from Buffalo yesterday 
announcing the death of Capt. Daniel Rogers, who 
perished in the flames that destroyed his residence 
Tuesday mght. Capt. Rogers was the senior mem- 
ber of the firm of Rogers & Brown, vessel agents, 
and was one of the best known marine men on the 


entire chain of lakes. His horrible fate caused a 


teeling pt profound sorrow in marine circles, flags 
being displayed at half-mast throughout the harbor.

THE ITALIAN MURDERERS. 

The five Italians indicted as principals and 
accessories to the murder of Filippo Caruso 
were arraigned before Judge Hawes yesterday, 
but just as the first one was called forward to 
plead Clerk James Doyle discovered a clerical 
error in the indictments. The man wbo wus 
choked to death bore the Christian name Fil- 
ippo and the indictment charged the prisoners 
with the murder of Francesco Caruso. The 
murdered man has a living brother named 
Francesco, to which fact the error is attrib- 
utable. The court ordered that the prisoners 
be returned to jail and there kept until the in- 
dictments are corrected. 

Gertain stories now in circulation would lead 
to the belief that these five murderers will not 
be strung up so easily as some people think. 
Some years ago a rag-picker named Simioni 
stabbed and killed a youtg man named Mo- 
Cune in the central part of the city. The mur- 
der was an atrocious one, and it was believed 
that tne slayer would be hanged; but a society 
of his countrymen secured his release after a 
short incarceration at Joliet and he is now in 
Italy. The same scheme, it is said, is on foot 
to save Caruso’s murderers from the halter, 
but whether it will be successfu! or not awaits 
solution. The Italian societies in Chicago are, 
it is said, interesting themselves fn the behalt 
of the accused, and a reporter was told yester- 
day that even peddiers of rotten bananas and 
wormy apples in Chicago are asked to contrib- 
ute at least $1 to help save the murderers. A8 
there are about 30,000 Italians in the city it is 
expected that that number of dollars will be 
collected. 


BAILEY WANTS IT. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF REPAIRS FOR THE 
GOVERNMENT TO BE REMOVED TO GIVE A 
LOCAL DEMOCRAT A PLACE. 

In a special telegram from Washington yes- 
terday it was stated that Mr. G. H. C. Smith, 
who holds the position of Superintendent ot 
Repairs for the Government in the district 
embracing Chicago, with an office in this city, 
would be removed to make way for a Demo- 
crat who badly needed the place. The name 
of this Democrat is M. B.. Bailey, who is a 
resident of Chicago, at one time a member of 
the City Council, but at present the incumbent 
of some obscure position in the Building De- 
partment—a foreman of mechanics, it is said. 

Mr. Smith, who was seen by a reporter for 
Tue Inno in reference to the story. said 
he did not doubt that efforts were being made 
to get his place; if it was wanted simply to 
make room for a Democrat he thought those 
who bad filed the charges mentioned in the 
telegram should come out boidly and say so. 
As he had always been complimented for the 
way in which he had conducted his business, 
be supposed these charges were that he was an 
“offensive partisan.”” He admitted that he 
was born in the house of an old-line Abolition- 
ist, but saia that although he was 48 years old 
he bad nevér voted but once. He charged 
Supervising ‘Architect Bell with trying to crowd 
uim out because be had chosen to become a rival 
of Mr. Bell’s in an effort to secure the position 
of Superintendent of Repairs at the Springfield 
State-House. Bell, he says, warned him at 
that time that if he did not withdraw in dis 
favor he would come back at him sooner or 
later. He asserts that Bell is trying to hold 
his t position by a change of colors and 
by conniving with Democratic partisans to 
create places for them. 

Mr. Smith was first appointed to a Govern- 
ment position in 1855. His commission, which 
was for a clerkship in the General Land Office 
at Washington, was signed by Tom Hendricks 
of Indiana, who was then its solicitor. Since 
then he has been continually in the service of 
the Government, except from 1866 to 1869. 
He bas been a Superintendent of Repairs since 
1875, and was located at Dover, De!., Pittsburg, 
Port Huron, Mich., Lincoln, Neb., St. Paul, 
Minn., Austin, Tex., and Dubuque, Ia., before 
coming to Chicago. He came to Chicago Feb. 
15, a year ago. If a Democrat is to have the 
place he hopes to see an honest, decent one get 
it, and not the man who is after it, whom he 
knows pretty well by reputation. The position 
is worth $3,000 a year. 


CITY-HALL NEWS. 
COLLECTOR ONAHAN. 

Collector Onahan went to Springfield last 
night to work in the interest of the proposed 
blind asylum for Chicago, and also to appear 
before the Revenue Committee of the House 
with reference to the proposed commission to 
revise the revenue law. 

THE LUMBER-DEALERS LICENSE. 

Only one lumberman bas so tar paid the $100 
license fee. A list ot all of them and of the 
delinquent real-estate and commission men has 
been prepared, and all who do not pay by the 
first of next month will be summoned to the 
police court and prosecuted. 

SALOON LICENSES. 

- Since the Ist inst. 2,398 saloon licenses have 
been issued—forty-three for the year, four to 
Dec. 1, and 2,353 to Aug. 1—the total re 
ceipts being $313,541. Collector Onaban said 
yesterday he would not go after the delin- 
quents until June 1. Then he he intended to prose- 
cute all saloonkeepers who badu't taken out a 
license, as he proposed to bave no wait-until- 
ready business this year. 

TOO MUCH SMOKE. 

The city and county buildings are the great- 
est sources of the smoke-nuisance down-town, 
and this fact is offered as an excuse by owners 
of other buildings why they do nothing to stop 
the emission of smoke from their own prem- 
ises. The County Commissioners received 
bids last November for furnishing smoke- 
burners, but no acuon bas been taken on them. 
nor is it likely that there ever will be, and 
Commissioner Cregier says he will do nothing 
until ordered by the Council. Owing to the 
negligence of the authorities Smoke-Inspeotor 
Merki is embarrassed in bis work, and really 
nothing is doing to enforce the ordinance so 
far as the business district is concerned. 

TAXING FOREIGN INSURANCE COMPANIES. 

Corporation-Counsel Winston, Chief-of-Police 
Doyle, and Fire-Marshal Swenie went to Spring- 
field last night to urge the passage of the bil! 
enabling the city to levy the 2 per cent license 
fee on ioreign insurance companies. ‘The city 
bad always done this until a recent decision of 
the court deciaring the law to have been re- 
pealed, and the present act is simply to give back 
the power. Tue two departments are particu- 
larly interested in the fund, as half of it goes to 
their beuevolen ré:ief associations. A bill 
drawn by Mr. Wiuston will aiso be introduced. 
It amends the law covering the relief funds so 
us to raise the maximum amount which can be 
assessed upon the members from $5 u year to 
$12, and fix the maximum sum which can be 
paid men retired on account of disability or 
accident at halt- pay, instead of $600 a year.

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MRS. MORGAN'S DEATH. , 
A MARRIAGE UNDER PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCES 

—MORE SUPPRESSION OF MARRIAGE L- 
' CENGES. 

Mention was made in Tun Trisunz of ges- 
terday of circumstances of a somewhat sensa- 
tional nature attending the death of Mrs. 
Thomas Morgan of South Chicago. Briefly 
summarized they were as follows: Mrs. Mor- 
gan wasarich widow of two years’ standing, 
an old resident of South Chicago, an immense. y 
fleshy woman of about 300 pounds weight, and 
about 50 ywars of age. She and ber 
son, William, V. Walton, 22 years of 
age, have managed the estate left by 
husband, valued at about $25,000, 
since bis death, and have carried on a board- 


ing-house and saloon at South Chicago. About 
three weeks ago a man named Stephen J. Dow- 
ling, who had arrived in South Chicago about 
a month previous, met the widow, and at once 
became quite attentive. Last Friday they were 
privately married in Chicago, and Monday the 
woman died in this city. Tuesday a South 
Chicago attorney took possession of the wom- 
an's property by order of Dowling. 

As Mre. Morgan and her son were well 
known in South Chicago the circumstances 
made a great stir, especially as the marriage 
was not known and the published lis t mar- 
riage licenses in the Chicago press to 
show that any license hdd been taken out by 
the parties. 

Several interesting facts came to light yes- 
terday concerning the affair. In the Dau Cal- 
umet, a Sout Chicago paper, the two following 
paragraphs were printed Tuesday, the first evi- 
dently authorized by Dowling and the second 
a card from the dead woman's son: 

The funeral of Mary, wife of Stephen H. Dow- 
ling, will take place from her late residence, oppo- 
sit the Fort Wayne Depot, Wednesday, May 20, at 
9 4. m., from there to St. Patrick's Church, where 
the holy mass of requiem willi be offered for her 
soul. Friends of the family are respectfully in- 
vited to attend. Interment at Oakwoods Ceme- 
tery. 

The funeral of my mother, Mrs. Thomas Morgan, 
will take place tomorrow morning from the family 
residence, on Commercial avenue. High mass will 
be solemnized at St. Patrick’s Church at 9 a. m., 
thence by carriages to Oakwoods Cemetery. All 
friends are invited. WILLIAM V. WALTON. 

According to program tne funeral took piace 
yesterday morning, and was largely attended. 
Both Walton and Dowling were present, and 
several policemen were on hand. No trouble, 
however, occurred. Dowling did not enter the 
church, but remained outside near by and did 
not take a prominent part in the funeral pro- 
cession, riding in the sixth carriage from the 


The statement was made above that the mar- 
riage license of the parties did not appear in 
print. From an examination of the official 
record of licenses at the County Clerk’s office 
it appears that Stephen J. Dowling and Mary 
Morgan took out license No. 91,900 May 12. 
Someone in some manner caused it to be sup- 
pressed, and the license does not appear in 
any Chicago paper of May 13, or at 
any other time. On the official record 
the license stands next beiow that granted to 


Henry F. Treadway and Maud Felton and num- 


bered 91,899. It seems that the latter license 
was issued Tuesday, May 12, and numbered 
91,879. It was suppressed that day and ap- 
peared in the papers May 14, with the number 
91,899. The Dowling-Morgan license, which 
was also issued Tuesday, May 12, was next in 
order to the Treadway-Felton license, and was 
entirely suppressed. In Tux TRIBUNE of May 
14 No. 91,900 is given as granted May 18 to 
Fritz Jurgensen and Caroline Scheid. There 
were therefore two licenses issued each num- 
bered 91,900 and granted to entirely different 
parties. This state of affairs would seem to 
be a trifie peculiar and to indicate pretty con- 
clusiveiy that some empiloyé in the County 
Clerk’s office was making a handsome addition 
to his regular salary by receiving bribes to 
suppress licenses. It would seem also that it 
would be easy for County-Cierk Ryan to ascer- 
tain who the enterprising employé is, and that 
it would be well to divert his energy into other 
channels of usefulness. 

It was learned yesterday that Dowling and 
Mrs. Morgan came to Chicago Monday morn- 
ing, May 11; that Mrs. Morgan was taken sick 
while at lunch the same day; that she was 
taken to Kuhn's European. Hotel on Clark 
street, and that she died there, without having 
left the building. The marriage was celebrated 
Friday afternoon by the Rev. Father Van de 
Laar, a Roman Catholie priest, pastor of St. 
Patrick’s Church, South Chicago. The cere- 
mony was performed while the woman was on 
her death-bed, as she died the following Mon- 
day. The cuuse of her death, as certified by a 
reputable physician, was umbilical hernia. It 
also seems that the circumstances attending 
thie wedding, while unusual, are not of such a 
nature as to refiect any discredit upon the 
priest. 

Whether Mrs. Dowling left any will nobody 
seems to know. It was rumored that she had 
willed a portion of her property to Dowling, 
but the truth of the report could not be sub- 
stanviated. A legal quarrel over the property 
will probably follow between the son and the 
husband. Public opinion is strong against 
Dowling at South Chicago. 

Stephen J, Dowling, the husband, was seen 
yesterday. His version of the affair agrees in 
the main as to facts with the foregoing. He 
insists, however, that there was nothing at all 
out of the way in the whole affair. According 
to his story be is widower from New York 
City and 46 years of age, while Mrs, Morgan 
was 43. They had veen engaged for about two 
months. Monday they visited town and she 
was taken sick and removed to a hotel. 
Dr. Andrews, the family physician, and 
Dr. Tabor were called. He took out 
a lioense Tuesday, thinking she would 
be well enough to be married in a day 
or two. Friaay, though sbe was still sick, they 
determined to have the ceremony performed, 
and telegraphed for Father Van de Laar of 
South Chicago. He came and married them. 
Monday Mrs. Dowling died. He did not know 
whether bis wife bad made any will or not. She 
certainiy had made none since the marriage. 

William V. Walton, the son, was seen and 
said that he did not know what his rights 
were, but that they would appear in court, as 
he had put the casein a lawyer's bands. He 
was very severe on Dowling.

IMPORTS FROM CANADA. 

A CIRCULAR PROM SECRETARY MANNING. 

Collector Spalding received an important 
circular yesterday from the Secretary ot the 
Treasury in relation to the importation of 
goods to Chicago and adjaceut cities through 
Canada. The document alleges: 

It has been ascertained that large quantities of 
goods manufactured in Europe have heretofore 
been imported from Canada at ports on our north- 
ern trontier which were invoiced in Canada at the 
original European values, and which have been 
passed at our custom-houses without any addition 
being made to raise the invoice prices to the mar- 
ket values of the goods in the markets of Canada. 
These goods, it is understood, were not destined 
for the United States at the time of their ship- 
ment from the European country of manufacture, 
but were — 1 — into Canada for the purpose of 
being sold in that Gountry either for consumption 
or for export to the United States, as circum- 
stances might require. 

In consideration of these facts attention is 
called toa section of the Revised Statutes 
which provides that in such cases ‘** merchan- 
dise imported from one country, being the 
growth, production, or manufacture of an- 
other country, will be appraised at the actual 
value in the principal markets of the country 
from which immediately imported.“ 

The circular directs that whenever such 
goods are found to be appraised too low a new 
appraisement must be ordered, and that care 
shall be taken to see that the questions in- 
volved are fully presented at the hearing.

He left home Tuesday morning in search of 
work, and his guicide was probably due to de- 
spondency. 

JEFFERSON. 

Brockman Hopkins, aged 75 years, and a res- 
ident of Jefferson for more than forty years, 
committed suicide by banging himself at an 
early hour yesterday morning. Mr. Hopkins 
was a prosperous farmer, and is supposed to 
have left an estate valued at $100,000. About 
two months ago his second wife died, and her 
loss so affected hig mind that he showed un- 
mistakable signs of insanity. Mr. Hopkias 
had four sons, one of whom was killed in the 
late War, but the other three are still living.
